Convicted on eight fraud counts 
Jury deadlocks on 10 other counts

ALEXANDRIA 

Paul Manafort, the long- 
time political operative 
who for months led Donald 
Trump’s successful pres- 
idential campaign, was 
found guilty of eight fi- 
nancial crimes Tuesday 
in the first trial victory 
of the special counsel in- 
vestigation into the presi- 
dent’s associates. 

A judge declared a mis- 
trial on 10 other counts the 
jury could not agree on. 


The jury returned the 
decision after deliber- 
ating four days on tax 
and bank fraud charges 
against Manafort, who led 
Trump’s election effort 
during a crucial stretch 
of 2016, including as he 
clinched the Republican 
nomination and during the 
party’s convention. 

Manafort, who appeared 
jovial earlier in the day 
amid signs the jury was 
struggling in its delibera- 
tions, focused intently on 
the jury as the clerk read

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Deal includes up to 5 years in prison 


Says payments made “at the direction 
of a candidate running for federal office”

NEW YORK 

Michael Cohen, Presi- 
dent Donald Trump’s for- 
mer personal lawyer and 
fixer, pleaded guilty Tues- 
day to campaign-finance 
violations and other charg- 
es, saying Trump directed 
him to arrange the pay- 
ment of hush money to 
porn star Stormy Daniels 
and a former Playboy mod- 
el to influence the election. 


Cohen’s account appears 
to implicate Trump him- 
self in a crime, though 
whether -or when -a pres- 
ident can be prosecuted 
remains a matter of legal 
dispute. 

In a deal with federal 
prosecutors, Cohen, 51, 
pleaded guilty to eight 
counts, including tax eva- 
sion. He could get about 
four to five years in pris- 
on at sentencing Dec. 12.

Wearing nondescript dark 
clothing, the retired Navy com- 
mander seemingly stares at an 
ocean vista through binoculars 
as the camera cuts to waves 
crashing against the vessel. 

The camera cuts to the can- 
didate looking directly at the 
viewer as white-capped seas 
can be seen through the ship’s 
windows behind her. 

“Tm Elaine Luria. And when 
this is your office, your only 
option is to work together,” she 
says. “Congress could learn a 
thing or two at sea.”

The highway to the danger zone will 
run through Hampton Roads. 

The sequel to the 1986 blockbuster 
“Top Gun” is being filmed aboard the 
Norfolk-based USS Abraham Lincoln this 
week, according to the Navy. The origi- 
nal film inspired a generation of fighter 
pilots and served as a recruiting bonan- 
za for the Navy. 


The much-anticipated sequel began 
shooting May 31, according to a photo 
on Tom Cruise’s Instagram account. The 
photo featured him in a flight suit near a 
fighter jet with the same helmet he wore 
in the original film and referenced an 
oft-quoted line from the original mov- 
ie: “I feel the need, the need for speed.” 

The first day of shooting took place at 
Naval Air Station North Island in Cali- 
fornia, the Navy said.
